In  January  1980  John  Williams  was  named  nine¬ 
teenth  conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra 
since  its  founding  in  1885.  Mr.  Williams  was  born  in 
New  York  and  moved  to  Los  Angeles  with  his  family 
in  1948.  There  he  attended  UCLA  and  studied 
composition  privately  with  Mario  Castelnuovo- 
Tedesco.  After  service  in  the  Air  Force,  Mr.  Williams 
returned  to  New  York  to  attend  the  Juilliard  School, 
where  he  studied  piano  with  Madame  Rosina 
Lhevinne.  While  in  New  York,  he  also  worked  as  a 
jazz  pianist,  both  in  clubs  and  on  recordings.  Again 
Mr.  Williams  moved  to  Los  Angeles,  where  he 
began  his  career  in  the  film  studios,  working  with 
such  composers  as  Bernard  Herrmann,  Alfred 
Newman,  and  Franz  Waxman.  He  went  on  to  write 
music  for  many  television  programs  in  the  1 960s, 
winning  two  Emmy  awards  for  his  work. 

John  Williams  has  composed  the  music  and 
served  as  music  director  for  more  than  seventy 
films,  including  JFK,  Hook,  Home  Alone,  Presumed 
Innocent,  Born  on  the  Fourth  of  July,  Indiana  Jones 
and  the  Last  Crusade,  Always,  Stanley  and  Iris,  The 
Accidental  Tourist,  Empire  of  the  Sun,  The  Witches 
of  Eastwick,  Indiana  Jones  and  the  Temple  of  Doom, 
Return  of  the  Jedi,  E.T.  (the  Extra-Terrestrial),  Raiders 
of  the  Lost  Ark,  The  Empire  Strikes  Back,  Superman, 
Close  Encounters  of  the  Third  Kind,  Star  Wars, 
Jaws,  and  Goodbye,  Mr.  Chips.  He  has  received 
thirty  Academy  Award  nominations  and  has  been 
awarded  four  Oscars  and  fifteen  Grammies,  as  well 
as  several  gold  and  platinum  records.  His  most 
recent  Oscar  was  for  Best  Original  Score  for  a 
Motion  Picture,  for  E.T.  In  1992  he  received  two 
Academy  Award  nominations,  for  the  score  to  JFK 
and  the  song  “When  You’re  Alone”  from  the  film 
Hook.  His  current  project  is  the  score  to  the  film  Far 
and  Away  starring  Tom  Cruise. 


In  addition  to  his  film  music,  Mr.  Williams  has 
written  many  concert  pieces,  including  two  sym¬ 
phonies,  and  a  flute  concerto  and  violin  concerto 
recorded  by  the  London  Symphony  Orchestra. 
Recent  works  include  the  theme  for  the  1 988 
Summer  Olympics  and  a  clarinet  concerto,  which 
was  performed  at  the  1991  Boston  Pops  concert 
at  Tanglewood. 

The  soundtrack  album  to  Star  Wars  has  sold 
more  than  four  million  copies,  more  than  any  non¬ 
pop  album  in  recording  history.  The  Boston  Pops 
Orchestra  and  John  Williams  may  be  heard  on  Sony 
Classical  and  Philips  Records.  Many  of  Mr.  Williams’ 
film  scores  have  been  recorded,  and  his  highly 
acclaimed  albums  with  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra 
include  Pops  in  Space,  Pops  on  the  March,  Aisle 
Seat,  a  collaboration  with  soprano  Jessye  Norman 
entitled  With  a  Song  in  My  Heart,  a  collection  of 
favorite  Americana  entitled  America,  the  Dream 
Goes  On,  Swing,  Swing,  Swing,  Bernstein  by 
Boston,  Pops  in  Love,  By  Request . ...  an  album  of 
music  by  John  Williams,  Holst’s  The  Planets,  Digital 
Jukebox,  Pops  Britannia,  featuring  music  of  the 
British  Isles,  Salute  to  Hollywood,  Pops  a  la  Russe, 
an  album  of  favorite  Russian  music,  and  an  all- 
Gershwin  album  entitled  Pops  by  George.  The  first 
recording  by  John  Williams  and  the  Boston  Pops 
Orchestra  on  the  Sony  Classical  label,  Music  of  the 
Night,  an  album  of  contemporary  and  classic  show 
tunes,  was  released  in  1990.  Also  for  Sony  Classical, 
they  have  recorded  a  collection  of  favorite  marches 
entitled  /  Love  a  Parade,  an  album  of  John  Williams’ 
music  for  the  films  of  Steven  Spielberg  entitled  The 
SpielbergAA/illiams  Collaboration,  and,  their  most 
recent  release,  The  Green  Album,  which  includes 
“This  Land  Is  Your  Land,"  “Simple  Gifts,”  and 
“Theme  for  Earth  Day.” 

Mr.  Williams  has  led  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade 
Orchestra  on  United  States  tours  in  1985  and  1989, 
and  on  a  tour  of  Japan  in  November  1987.  He  led 
the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  on  a  tour  of  Japan  in 
June  1990.  In  1992  he  will  lead  the  Boston  Pops 
Esplanade  Orchestra  on  its  sixth  tour  of  United 
States  summer  festivals.  Mr.  Williams  has  also 
appeared  as  guest  conductor  with  a  number  of 
major  orchestras,  including  the  London  Symphony, 
the  Cleveland  Orchestra,  the  Philadelphia 
Orchestra,  the  Denver  Symphony,  the  Indianapolis 
Symphony,  and  the  Los  Angeles  Philharmonic,  with 
which  he  has  appeared  many  times  at  the 
Hollywood  Bowl.  He  holds  honorary  degrees  from 
such  American  colleges  and  universities  as  Berklee 
College  of  Music  in  Boston,  Northeastern  University, 
St.  Anselm  College,  Tufts  University,  the  University 
of  South  Carolina  at  Columbia,  Boston  University, 
the  New  England  Conservatory  of  Music,  and  the 
University  of  Massachusetts  at  Boston. 


In  1 881 ,  Henry  Lee  Higginson,  the  founder  of  the 
Boston  Symphony  Orchestra,  wrote  of  his  wish  to 
present  in  Boston  "concerts  of  a  lighter  kind  of 
music.”  The  first  Boston  Pops  concert,  on  July  1 1 , 
1885,  represented  the  fulfillment  of  his  dream. 

Called  the  “Promenade  Concerts”  until  1 900,  they 
combined  light  classical  music,  tunes  from  the 
musical  theater,  and  an  occasional  novelty  number. 
Allowing  for  some  changes  of  taste  over  the  course 
of  a  century,  the  early  programs  were  remarkably 
similar  to  the  Pops  programs  of  today. 

Pops  concerts  are  performed  by  the  Boston 
Pops  Orchestra,  which  is  composed  of  members  of 
the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  (except  for  twelve 
of  the  principal  players,  who  tour  during  the  Pops 
season  as  the  Boston  Symphony  Chamber  Players), 
and  by  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra, 
made  up  of  other  Boston-based  musicians.  Both 
the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  and  the  Boston  Pops 
Esplanade  Orchestra  represent  the  city  of  Boston 
on  tour.  The  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  has  appeared 
at  the  White  House  and  at  the  Lincoln  Memorial;  Mr. 
Williams  led  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  on  a  tour  of 
Japan  in  June  1990.  The  Boston  Pops  Esplanade 
Orchestra  has  made  five  tours  of  United  States 


summer  festivals  and  in  November  1 987  visited 
Japan  with  John  Williams.  In  1992  John  Williams 
will  lead  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra  on 
its  sixth  tour  of  U.S.  summer  festivals. 

The  history  of  the  Boston  Pops  was  for  many 
years  linked  with  the  name  of  Arthur  Fiedler,  who  in 
1 930  became  the  eighteenth  conductor  of  the 
Boston  Pops  and  the  first  who  was  American-born. 
One  of  Fiedler’s  great  dreams  was  to  establish  a 
series  of  free  outdoor  orchestral  concerts  for  the 
people  of  Boston.  In  1929,  this  dream  became  a 
reality  when  he  organized  the  first  Esplanade 
Concerts,  which  took  place  on  the  banks  of  the 
Charles  River.  Fiedler’s  Esplanade  concerts  were 
eventually  absorbed  by  the  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra  organization. 

Following  Fiedler’s  death  on  July  10, 1979, 
Boston  Pops  Associate  Conductor  Harry  Ellis 
Dickson  led  the  orchestra  until  John  Williams  was 
appointed  Conductor  in  January  1980.  Mr.  Williams 
has  retained  the  format  of  the  early  Pops  programs, 
with  an  opening  third  of  light  classical  music,  a 
middle  third  often  featuring  a  classical  or  popular 
soloist,  and  a  final  portion  of  popular  music, 
frequently  drawn  from  theater  or  film  scores.

The  Boston  Pops  New  Music  Program  is  principally  funded 
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Marvin  Hamlisch’s  initial  success  came  in  the 
1960s,  with  the  hit  song  “Sunshine,  Lollipops  and 
Roses,”  recorded  by  Lesley  Gore,  and  with  The 
Swimmer,  the  first  of  his  numerous  scores  for  motion 
pictures.  In  the  1970s,  Mr.  Hamlisch  earned  three 
Academy  Awards,  for  the  theme  song  and  score  to 
The  Way  We  Were,  and  his  adaptation  of  Scott 
Joplin’s  music  for  The  Sting.  Later  in  the  decade 
came  A  Chorus  Line,  which  earned  the  composer 
the  Tony  Award,  the  New  York  Drama  Critic’s  Circle 
Award,  the  Theatre  World  Award,  and  the  Pulitzer 
Prize;  it  has  become  the  longest-running  Broadway 
show  in  history.  Mr.  Hamlisch  followed  this  with  his 
second  Broadway  musical,  Neil  Simon’s  They’re 
Playing  Our  Song.  During  the  1980s,  Marvin 
Hamlisch  began  performing  in  concerts  around  the 
world,  while  continuing  his  work  in  film  with  Ordinary 
People,  Sophie’s  Choice,  and  Three  Men  and  a 
Baby.  More  recently  Mr.  Hamlisch  has  written  “One 
Song,”  a  “global  anthem”  with  lyrics  by  Alan  and 
Marilyn  Bergman,  which  will  be  performed  in  this 
evening’s  concert.  His  Anatomy  of  Peace,  a  25- 
minute  sym-phonic  work  commissioned  by  the 
Dallas  Symphony  Orchestra,  was  given  its  first 
performance  in  November  1991 . 

Marvin  Frederick  Hamlisch  was  born  on  June  2, 
1944,  in  New  York  and  was  raised  in  a  musical 
household.  Admitted  to  the  Juilliard  School  at  age 
seven,  he  graduated  cum  laude  with  a  bachelor’s 
degree  in  musical  composition  from  Queens  College. 
He  has  made  several  Boston  Pops  appearances, 
including  a  performance  taped  for  “Evening  at  Pops.”
